PKKIN—(By Mail)—Devils, hob 


goblins and evil spirits generally may 
devour the Chinese republic, and all 
jts people for all the Lama priests are 
concerned. They are on a strike be- 
cause their allotments have not been 
baid, and they are .going to cast out 
no more -devils until the coppers are 
delivered at the Lama temples. 


Lamaism is the branch of Buddhism 


that developed in Thibet and Mongolia 
where every family must give one of 
every five children to the priesthood 
Their particular business is donning 
wierd clothes and frightening masks 
and driving out devils. This is done 
on holidays or whenever the devils 
become so numerous and the true be- 
lievers think It wise to give over a 
little money for the devil dance. 


Like everyone else dependent on the 


government for groceries and clothes, 
the Lama are months behind in their 
Income. Peking has about 7,000 of 
them and these men elected a small 
committee of 175 to call on the gov- 
ernment and demand the pay. 
The 


government In some way found $350. 
This money converted Into coppers 
and cash would have given each Lama 
nine coppers. The money was paid to 
the Lama who prints the paper pray- 
ers for the wheens and he withheld 
|200 for hlij printing bills. 
The printer la comparatively safe, 


for he can chase out his own devils, 
but the Lamas are taking it out on 
the government, which will be be- 
sieged by the common people if no 
devils are chased. It is up to the 
government to make the printer settle, 
or get more money and under present 
conditions either procedure will be 
•bout as easy as collecting taxes from

In speaking of credit ratings, John 


Drennen said that merchants should 
be more careful in turning in their 
ratings to make sure that the list is 
complete. 
Every credit 
customer 


should be rated by every merchant 
with whom he has aa account no mat- 
ter how good or how poor his stand- 
ing may be. This is the only way to 
secure an accurate blue book. H. R. 
LaTowsky said that merchants should j 
be fair in their ratings 
The customer 


is judged by the record shown in the 
rating turned in by the credit men. 


The Blue book is the first thing re- 


ferred to in opening an account and 
it must be accurate to be fair to both 
customer and credit-man. The credit- 
man must not let a personal or pri- 
vate grudge influence 
the rating 


turned in. Oa the other hand he must 
not give a man credit for more than 
he is entitled to as this lowers hjs re- 
spect for his credit standing. Max 
Me>er of the Nebraska Credit Bureau 
lequested the credit men that their 
lists be complete, and their ratings 
acurate.

Introduce license Bill Which Was 


Defeated by Nebraska Legisla- 


ture at 1921 Session, 


The bill to license real estate deal- 


ers and regulate their actions by a 
commission appointed by the governor 
•which was defeated two years ago 
made its reappearance Thursday in 
the state senate in a modified form. 
It is S. F. 74, introduced by Allen and 
others. 
Reed introduced a bill which the 
state association of pharmacists de- 
sire passed. Among other changes it 
increases the annual license fee from 
|1 to $2. This fee now goes to the 
state. It is a fee that many druggists 
contend should be abolished entirely 
afjter the initial fee of $15 has been 
paid for examination and license The

ai Grand Island, according to G. W. 
Hurdick, light commissioner, valued at

ion that the new generating plant to 
be ready June 1, would furnish cur- 
rent for Aurora and other towns. 


The Hastings plant is worth $350,-

their moves. Hence, after a pass they 
should ask themselves, "What next?" 


After making a pass to a teammate, 


one should immediately glance to the 
sides of the court to find an opening 
which to rush. 


A man dribbling down 
the floor 


should not overlook another man who 
may be in front, cutting in from the 
side. It 
is every man's business to 


look for such opportunities to feed a 
teammate. 


Always Follow a Shot. 


A good offensive man will always 


follow up a shot whether it is taken 
up by himself or any other member 
of the team. There are any number 
of guards who wait for the ball to 
come to them after it strikes the bas- 
ket, and the man following up the ball 
will come in on a run, leap in the 
air, meet the ball and shoot it into 
the basket. 
In the mean time, the 


guard stands in amazement, realizing 
his mistake in not leaping for the 
ball. 
The most dangerous man under the 


basket that I know of is "Dutch" Den- 
hert, who played with the Scranton 
basketball team, champions of 
the 


Penn State league, and plays guard 
with the Original Celtics. "Dutch" is 
now tall and rangy, and has a wonder- 
ful physique. Altho his position is 
that of guard, he always follows a 
shot taken by one of his mates. He 
comes' in on a run, leaps high, and if 
he is in a position to shoot, does so; 
if not, he throws the ball back to one 
of his mates and starts the play over 
again. He realizes the value of hav- 
ing possession of the ball. 


Another outstanding feature about 


this player is that he knows just when 
to follow up the ball. He uses stat- 
egy. For instance, if one of 
his 


mates takes a shot somewhere in and 
around the foul line, he follows up by 
going around his opponent to the side 
instead of charging into him and tak- 
infl chances of getting bruised. 


Confuses Opponent. 


He does this in such a manner that 


his opponent does not know whether 
he is drawing off to the side or just 
manoeuvring about for an opening to 
cut for the basket. If a shot is taken 
on the right side of the court and a 
player is over on the left side, that is 
the time for him to go in and follow. 


It is better than for a man to go in 


from the same side as the one from 
which the shot is taken. 


The final thought on playing the of- 


fense is freezing the ball, to keep 
the ball from your opponents by pass- 
ing it about you with the intention of 
"killing time." 
This past season, 


when Gity college played Princeton 
university the former team was lead- 
ing by three points, with but two min- 
utes to go. There was a time out. The 
boys decided to freeze the ball. When 
they resumed play they passed 
the 


ball very carefully among themselves, 
every man on the team moving and 
cutting from side to side, and before

they knew it the whistle blew and the 
game was over, with the ball in City 
college's possession. 


The only possible way to freeze th« 


ball is as follows: 


Fumble Is Expensive. 


Just as soon as one of the men gets 


possession of the ball let him throw it 
back to one of the guards. Then have 
every man on the team move from 
side to side It should be remembered 
(hat 
when a pass is made the player 


receiving it must not fail to run to- 
ward the ball, for the pass may be in- 
tercepted. Long passes must not be 
used. 'If-a player calls for a long pass 
his mates should ignore him until he 
comes forward to receive it. 
If bis 


man is playing him closely the ball 
ought not to be passed to him. A 
player should use his discretion, be- 
cause a single slip, a fumble, or a 
poor pass may cost his men the game. 
There are defensive teams that will 
not "close in" when their opponents 
commence to freeze the ball, but will 
wait for them to advance down the 
floor. On the other hand, a team 
which knows its business will close in 
immediately because there is so short 
a time to play. 


When a player's opponent begins-to 


close in on him, let him make a sud- 
den sprint in the direction of the bas- 
ket to lead his man to believe he is 
going in for a shot, then stop sud- 
denly, turn, and go back to meet the ] 
ball. He will find that his man will \ 
not always follow him back as quickly j 
as he pursued him in the sprint to- 
ward the basket.

Governor Bijan let the legislators 


into the secret of his cure for code 
evils Thursday 'afternoon when- he 
deuivered his budget. He says the big 
mistake ,ivas made h\ trying to fit to 
little Ne'braska a system devised for 
big Illinois, and this made it neces- 
sary to find a sufficient number of 
departments and activities to justify 
the existence and the salaries ot the 
secretaries. 
In trying to make the 


thing fit duplications multiplied, the 
number of employes greatly1 increased, 
educational departments were estab- 
lished in administrative departments 
and "duplications of effort and cx- 
pe'tise have become manifest every- 
where."1 


The governor said, "An effort was 


rn^de to create numerous new execu- 
tive officers or middlemen in the form 
of -code secretaries and to set' them 
up between the people's representa- 
tives — the constitutional officers — and 
the state's administrative, executive 
and educational departments! 


The estimates for appropriations 


for the state's executive, administra- 
tive and educational 
departments 


have been placed in the hands of 
these middlemen, and we are pre- 
sented with a so-called budget,which 
is a maze of figures, technical terms, 
a complicaied system of bookkeeping 
that is almost impossible to fathom 
or to trace how the various funds are 
created, how , the state's money is 
spent by 
the" various 
spending 


agencies,c or where the authority 
comes from to create new activities, 
or how a check on the money can be 
made that may/ be expended by the 
various 'middlemen or code secre- 
taries."

count of 
the non-resident students 


coming to the state that I believe'that 
a fee should 
be charged 
to such 


students of at least J50 per year. It 
seems that almost all universities in 
the United States other than the Ne- 
braska university charge an additional 
fee for non-resident students. This ad- 
ditional fee would bring an additional 
revenue 
to the university of about 


$40,000 a year. Owing to the increased 
attendance, the cash receipts for the 
university are alos increased, and tak- 
ing this into consideration and after 
consulting with persons who are con- 
versant with the university's activi- 
ties and needs, I have made, a recom- 
mendation that a reduction of |300,- 
000 in the maintenance fund, as will 
be shown in' the attached supplement- 
ary budget. This does not represent, 
however, a reduction of that amount 
owing to the increased receipts of the 
university from other sources. 


"A number of representative farm- 


ers, and some representing farm or- 
ganizations, have requested me to 
make recommendations for the elimi- 
nation of some of the activities in Uie 
university, especially "the agricultural 
college extension work, but the time 
that I have had to prepare recom- 
mendation£ covering the activities 
under the state government and paid 
for by the taxpayers has not been suf- 
ficient for me to go into the matters 
referred to." 


No Salaries Cut Recommended. 
The governor'said that in the haste 


made necessary by the short time al- 
lowed a number of errors have doubt- 
less crept in. He said in closing: 
' "In investigating the various depart- 
ments and the state's activities for 
the purpose of recommending appro- 
priations needed for same, it has 'been 
my aim to cut unnecessary middle- 
men, fix the responsibility and" tHe 
work on the executive officers elected 
by the people and ^thus' fix'their're- 
sponsibility so that it-is-necessary-for 
them to give personal attention and 
devote their personal time to adminis- 
trative and executive work of their 
respective departments.

Want Cheap Labor. 


Immigration, this class says, is nec- 


essary to afford a ready source of 
cheap, unskilled labor to Industry. It 
serves as a reservoir into which in- 
dustry may constantly dip for a supply 
of men to do the rough work of the 
country's industry at minimum wages

MEN AND THINGS 


Our admiration for the supreme court grows apace 


It has brushed aside with emphasis the claim put 
forward in behalf of embezzling bankers that they 
could not be punished because when the legislature 
amended the embezzlement statute the last time it 
failed to attach what is known in law as a saving 
clause and which, when attached, operates to keep the 
old law in effect as against offenders against it. The 
lawyers claimed that this amounted to a legislative 
pardon to their clients. 
Judge Dean, in his opinion, 


dismissing this contention, declares it unthinkable that 
the legislature ever intended, either directly or In- 
directly, to cause the dismissal of prosecutions that 
had not yet been brought to trial—and it is unthinkable. 


Twenty years ago, if we read our legal history 


straight the courts would have sustained this objection 
without'turning a hair. That was an age of techni- 
calities. It was a time when an indictment was beia 
faulty because it omitted the word "the" before state 
of Missouri." Courts and judges have caught step witn 
advanced and intelligent public opinion. 
They give 


to every defendant every substantial right he ever 
possessed. They simply refuse to allow guilty men 
to escape by the technicality route. Lawyers who have 
a wrong notion of their duty to a client as opposed 
to their duty as officers of the court and. therefore, 
to the state, might well take notice.

In the manual of Epictetus you will find, if you dont 


take our word for it, something to the effect that men 
are tormented b> the opinions they have of things and 
not by the things themselves. Those old Greeks had 
a way of compressing some good things in small com- 
pass. All that this means is that we are as we thins 
-we are. If you regard a thing as a torment it will be 
a torment to you (whether it is in its essence a torment 
or not. It does not mean that if a thing is evil you 
can make It good by merely saying over some formula 
of words, which axe but incantations in a modern form. 
Man's power over the Inanimate things is great, as it 
is over such live things as emotion, thoughts and morai 
forces. It is limited, however, by his Inability to make 
black actually white by merely trying to make himself 
believe that it is. 


There is another form of prohibition that if it could 


be worked, would help us mightily in putting to flight 
some of our great social ills. It concerns itself with 
limiting the flow of words. We formulate our political 
institutions more often along the lines of argument 
than of logic; that is to say. we listen more to the 
men who flatter our understanding than those who 
seek to enlighten it. The old Athenians refused to 
allow their orators to use rhetoric because exordiums 
and perorations came to be so skillfully worded that 
it was easy, thru the emotions, to control the populace 
where sound common sense was demanded.
